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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The examiner disagrees with the remarks filed 10-18-2007, wherein applicants submit that Kadyshevitch 
teaches away from the claimed invention, because the "secondary electrons ... are driven down toward the bottom of the holes" 
(Kadyshevitch, para. 0017), therfore they are not free to react with any precursor gas (suchas that in Fuji) to form any metal coating. 

The examiner has interpreted that Kadyshevitch [0017] doesn't teach away from the claimed invention, but only teaches that the 
secondary electrons generated by the angled beam are repelled by the negatively precharged surface, and forced toward the bottom of 
the hole. However, Kadyshevitch shows in Figure 1 1 that, the secondary electrons are generated by the beam well up on the sidewall at 
least halfway to the surface, therefore many of the secondary electrons will have trajectories that afford them the opportunity to react with 
any precursor gas in the hole thereby forming a metal coating, as taught in Fuji. In other words, the angled beam of Kadyshevitch 
generates secondary electrons halfway up the sidewall, and some of these react immediately with any gas, others may react later while 
they travel downward, and some may not react wth the gas at all. 
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
